On the motion of the Venerable Archdeacon of Calcutta, His Excellenoy 
Lord Carmichael occupied the chair and asked the Venerable Archdeacon to 
address the meeting. The following address was then delivered :— 

In the first number of Bengal Past and Present there was included a paper 
entitled “ Our Work.” This paper, written by myself, but put forth with the approval 
of the Council of the Society, reviewed (with alas! some unpardonable omissions) the 
work done by various scholars in the past, and indicated certain fields of research remain- 
ing partly or wholly unexplored. The delivery of an annual Presidential Address has 
not been a custom in this Society, and the paper referred to has, therefore, been the 
nearest approach made to an official review of the Society’s position. Iam not about 
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to enter upon an attempt to show how far the Society has either failed or succeeded 
in carrying out the programme tentatively put forward in 1907. It may perhaps be 
fairly claimed that the nine large volumes of Bengal Past and Present issued to 
date contain a sufficiency of good things to go someway towards redeeming the 
undertakings of the past. 

In view of the fact that this afternoon we are closing the first year of the Society’s 
renewed activities, the Council are of opinion that it would be well if, before handing 
over office as President, I addressed the members on the subject of the Society’s 
work in hand. Before attempting to comply with this demand, I must take advantage 
of the opportunity and say how sensible I am of the great honour done me by the 
Society when it appointed me to be its President for the year now past—an honour 
which His Excellency the Governor has made all the more greater by his gracious 
acceptance of the office I am now about to place in his hands. I feel that I should 
be causing all concerned the greatest disappointment if I failed to say how pleased 
and satisfied you all are that His Excellency has been able to identify himself with 
the Society’s interests in this most convincing way. 

Bengal Past and Present is, of course, the leading feature of the Society’s work. 
It is by our Periodical that we are able to sustain the interest of our many subscribers 
who are not resident in Calcutta. The word “ Bengal” in the title enables the Society to 
draw upon a wide store of materials, for Bengal can be understood in the historical, 
and not in the mere geographical sense, as connoting the historical Presidency of 
Bengal. Itis the policy of this Society to avoid, as far as possible, taking up 
subjects which fall under the customary survey of the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 
The definition of work laid down for that Society by its revered founder, Sir William 
Jones, is indeed broad enough to cover all the work attempted by the Calcutta 
Historical Scciety, and if our Society had never come into cxistence, I must confess 
that I, as a member of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, would have preferred to see the 
venerable Asiatic Society of Bengal developing a department of Indian modern 
history. The absorption of the Calcutta Historical Sccicty into the bosom of the 
Bengal Asiatic Scciety was at one time considered as an alternative to the abeyance 
into which the former Society fell in 1911; but the difficulties in the way proved to 
be insurmountable. As our Society must exist apart, it will be well that the economic 
principle of the division of labour be kept very clearly in view by those who are 
responsible for editing Bengal Past and Present. 

At the time the Society went into abeyance in 1911, a number of very capable 
writers bad been drawn into the service of Bengal Past and Present. We could then 
count upon occasional suggestive, though perhaps brief, notes from Dr. Busteed and Mr. 
William Irvine. The late Mr. Keith’s beautifully illustrated articles on the antiquities 
of Gaya and its neighbourhood were most attractive. These writers have passed away to 
their rest. Our friend, Elliot Walter Madge, whose sweet personality was so dear to all 
who had the privilege of his friendship, had an almost unrivalled knowledge of many 
departments of Calcutta history. Sometime must of necessity pass by before these helpers 
whose names I have mentioned can be replaced. May I venture to take this opportunity 
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of suggesting the propriety of placing on the walls of the Imperial Library a tablet 
commemorative of the esteem in which we held the late E. W. Madge both as an 
authority on his subjects and as a self-sacrificing friend and guide to all who shared 
in his studies? With a dislike for superficial work and a quick eye in the detection of 
inaccuracies, Mr. Madge was one who well understood that all valuable pioneer work 
must be exposed to a criticism, which, however disparaging it may seem to the mere 
onlooker, is in reality just what a really sincere worker will welcome. It could not 
be claimed for him that he was in any way an historian, but no one can doubt that 
he was a genuine antiquarian, Compelled by the circumstances of his household to 
supplement a far too small income by work for the Press, he was at all times ready 
to give away journalistic chances in order to enrich an easily ignored foot-note in the 
pages of our Society’s Magazine. It is scarcely possible for me to say how much 
I have missed during the past years’ work not only the information with which my 
dear friend could alone have supplied me, but what I should humbly wish to value 
infinitely more—the enthusiasm and encouragement, the scholarly example, the loyalty 
to truth and to friendship of that self-sacrificing helper —Elliot Walter Madge. R. I. P. 
One of the first duties of a local historical society is to arrange for publications 
of ancient registers of births, marriages and burials. In Bengal Past and Present we 
have so far been able, thanks to the approval of the Government of Bengal given by 
Sir Andrew Fraser and the courtesy of successive Senior Chaplains of St. John’s, to 
publish the Church of England Registers :— 
Baptisms +1759-1766 
Marriages -1713-1754 and from 1759-1785 
Burials sesessee . seesee¥ 759-1761 
It needs perhaps to be pointed out that these registers are not only of interest on 
account of the light they throw on biographical or genealogical problems, but that they 
supply materials of the greatest importance in the study of the social history of 
Calcutta. Where, for instance, did the English in Calcutta in the olden days look for 
a supply of wives? Did English girls come out from home ‘on spec,” indented for, 
or to fulfil engagements entered into in the old country? Or was it the case that 
the supply of British born ladies being scarce or almost nil, the Company’s servants 
and substantial free merchants, mariners, and inhabitants took to themselves ladies 
of Indian-Portuguese extraction? Is it the fact that in many cases the bond of 
strict matrimony was altogether evaded? Can these Registers help to answer these 
questions? I am afraid that the Baptismal Registers of St. John’s from about 
1772 onwards are so full of entries relating to illegitimate children, that whereas 
the marriage and burial records have been published én extenso, I felt it wiser to give 
only selections from the Baptismal Registers. It is not usual, Iam told, to exercise 
such a discretion in regard to registers more thin roo years old, and_ historical 
societies in England when they deal with registers of births or baptisms do not 
hesitate to publish painful facts. Mr. Punch, however, is acounsellor in whom we 
all repose the utmost confidence, and you will neither forget Mr. Punch’s “Society for 


the Perpetuation of Unpleasant Memories,” nor wish our Society to shape itself on that | 
model, 
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It has been said that in the good old days when Warren Hastings held court at 
Alipore there arrived each season in the Hughly what till quite recently was called 
at Malta “ the fishing fleet —consignments of fair but impecunious maidens sent out 
to angle for husbands beneath the spreading boughs of the then flourishing pagoda 
tree. Years before this Richard Barwell had in his cynical way alluded to such an 
institution, but later on Foote in his comedy Zhe Wadod, is near to the point when 
he makes the odious Sir Mathew Mite seek to lure the high born but needy Sir 
Thomas and Lady Oldham to give him in marriage their eldest daughter on the under- 
taking expressed in strictly commercial terms, “and that the principals 
may have no cares for the younger parts of their family, Sir Mathew will at 
his own expense, transport the two young ladies, Miss Oldham’s two sisters, to Madras 
or Calcutta, and there procure them suitable husbands.” 

It may be remembered in favor of “the fishing fleet” theory, that Thackeray in 
Vanity Fair tells how Mrs. Hardyman “had had out her thirteen sisters, daughters 
of a country curate, the Rev. Felix Rabbits, and married eleven of them, seven high 
up in the Service” J. H. Reynolds, a friend of Keats, wrote : 

“Go where the water glideth ever, 
Glideth by meadows that the greenest be, 
Go listen to our own beloved river, 
And think of me.” 
Tom Hood parodied these lines thus :— 
“Go where the maiden on a marriage plan goes, 
Consigned for wedlock to Calcutta’s guay, 
Where zvoman goes for mart, the same as man goes, 
And think of me.” 

In a letter written in 1765 Colonel Webb, the father of the Webb girls who 
came out to India and married one of them William Makepeace Thackeray of Sylhet 
fame and the other Peter Moore, the friend and supporter in after years of Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, solemnly writes to his son, “I must now busy myself with 
putting your sisters out.” Lady Ritchie, in a charming introduction to her 
illustrious father’s Ballads and Miscellanies suggests, that “the putting out” of Col. 
Webb's daughters was shipment to India. As the eldest of the Webb girls is said 
to have been 17 at the time of her marriage in 1776, the Colonel, one would be inclined 
to think, must, if Lady Ritchie’s interpretation of the “putting out” operations be 
correct, have been somewhat of a martyr to paternal preoccupations. But perhaps, 
if Amelia Webb was only 11 years old when her father began to busy himself in 
the way described, let us remember that the illustrious Begum Johnson commenced 
her career of “intermarrying” at the age of 13, that Catharine Noel Verlé was married 
when fourteen to the unspeakable G. F. Grand, and please note that Sarah Webb, 
who married Peter Moore at Patnaon January 10, 1774, is supposed to have been 
a year younger than Amelia, that is to say, she can not have been many months over 
fourteen years of age at the time of her marriage, and not fourteen when she reached 
India. Two other Miss Webbs were put out to India ; one of them Augusta married 
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a Mr. Thomas Evans on November 20, 1778; the other and the youngest Charlotte 
seems to have been exposed to some illfortune, the nature of which it is impossible to 
conjecture, but we catch just a glimpse of a high spirited child “still wearing short 
frocks with her hair on her forehead” repelling the advances of a suitor, who as Mrs. 
Moore put it, had the detestable habit of “stopping to supper without being asked,” 
with the brief but decisive refusal of an intermarriage :—“ Bless me, Sir, you are mad, 
sure.” No doubt the crafty elder William Makepeace Thackeray in bringing out his 
two sisters to keep house for him at Dacca, had some further aim in view than that 
of the simple Captain of the Hesperus who on an altogether regrettable occasion had 
his daughter on board “to bear him company.” One Miss Thackeray married the 
Surveyor General of India ; the other the Chief of Dacca. Yet still, despite all these 
picturesque facts my imagination, and my imagination only, conjures up the picture of 
some brocade and silk vested elderly gallant stumbling up the steps leading to St. 
John’s cool and ample portico, appraising through his quizzing glass the last arrived 
bevy of beauties from England or St. Helena, either to profer the momentous in- 
vitation “Madam, will you walk,” or else to return home to curse Creighton and his 
damnable claret and oysters, and, over a surfeit of dried Morello cherries, to yearn 
for a speedy attack of gout to ward off the worst consequences of dissipation. 

Of the late 18th century registers published some years ago in Bengal Past and 
Present 1 cannot now speak, for to deal with such records it is necessary that the 
study of them should be quite fresh in the memory. I will however invite your atten- 
tion to the 1713-1754 registers which are at present appearing in our magazine. These 
early registers have suggested to me some ideas as to social life in old Calcutta which 
I will now attempt to summarise. 

1. It is clear that almost from the date of Charnock’s midday halt Calcutta was 
on its way to become a considerable port for European ships. It is only in compa- 
ratively recent years that our ships have come to be manned by lascar crews, and there 
are those with us who can remember the occasion when Father Hopkins marched two 
hundred British sailors in torch light procession at X’mas to a midnight Celebration 
of the sacred Mysteries at St. James’ Church. In the far off days the brave East 
India men sailing ships arrived at Calcutta at the due season and remained in port till 
the dangers of the monsoon were past. The captains, at least, had houses provided 
for them in the town, and they had merchandise of their own to sell or to buy. 
In addition to the Company's Captains, there were the Country Captains—the 
privileged mariners who traded from one Indian port to another. That the captains 
and master mariners brought wives and daughters with them to the East is clear 
from the records. The Directors of the Company seem to have been generous in 
providing free passages for wives and daughters, and specially when members of 
the Bengal pilot service were concerned. 

2. If we set aside the marriages between Britishers and ladies with Portuguese 
names and the marriages of common soldiers and sailors, we find that a very large number 
of brides and bridegrooms married at least twice. Let us glance for afew minutes 
at the register as printed in the last issue of Bengal Past and Present. On page 211

nine marriages are given: two of these may be set aside as the brides have Portuguese 
names. Of six brides four are certainly widows and one other appears to have 
been a widow. Of these widows, Mary Graton is to marry again four times—she 
had married first of all a French adventurer, she then married a Bengal pilot, then a 
Major in the Company’s Artillery, then a Captain, and lastly a Civilian. Two other 
of seven brides marry again but apparently once only. There thus are least fourteen 
husbands for the six brides. Two of these husbands marry again. Of the ninetcen 
entries on the following page we may omit g as presumably country marriages. Of 
the ten remaining brides on this page four certainly are widows. One of these widows 
marries twice again. There are only nine men to set against these ten brides, for 
the name John Eyre appears twice on the same printed page ; three of the nine men 
married twice. There are thus fourteen different men for the ten brides, and nine men 
have twelve wives. Turn now at chance to page 221: here there are fifteen 
marriages and of the brides six are only spinsters, and three of twelve country women. 
Captain Thelwell whose name appears on this page was married four times. Take again 
page 225. Making the usual exceptions, we may say that of nineteen marriages left from 
the 23 perhaps five only of the brides are spinsters. Of these widow brides is a lady 
who married six times and each time a Captain. On this page occurs the name of 
‘Mr. William Barwell, future Governor and father of a famous son. William Barwell 
married three times, and not, as has been stated, but twice. 

Turning to another page I notice that Mr. James Meredith who married in 1728, 
married in December, 1746, Mrs. Louisa Maria Orme who had married about seven 
months before a Mr. Searle. In 1742 Mr. Meredith became the sixth husband of Mrs. 
Mary Shepherd. Consider well the maturity of a matrimonial experience shared by a 
man who had married three wives two of whom were widows and a woman who had 
married three husbands one of whom at least was a widower. It has been observed 
that in the case of Henry the Eighth marriage tended to degenerate into a habit ! 

The celebrated Begum Watts and three of her four “ intermarriages” appear 
in these published records. 

It isa misfortune that these old marriage registers do not give the age of the 
parties, nor the burial registers the ages of the deceased. Of course in cases in which 
inscriptions on tomb stones still exist the details can occasionally be supplied. Those 
who are familiar with Sir William Hunter’s charming but exceedingly inaccurate 
volume Zhe Thackerays in India, will remember the pathetic account he gives of the 
Bechers, husband and wife. The marriage registers show that Mrs. Becher was a Miss 
Charlotte Golightly, and that the marriage took place on November 30, 1752. The 
inscription on the steps of the Charnock Mausoleum records that :— 

“She died on the 14th day of October in the year of our Lord 1759, in the twenty 
first year of her age ; after suffering with patience a long illness occasioned by the 
grief for the death of an only daughter who departed this life at Fultah, the 3oth day 
of November 1756.” 


It is clear that Miss Charlotte Golightly was fourteen years old at the time 
of her marriage and only eighteen when Calcutta was captured by Siraj-uddaula, and 
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when her first child died in the miserable refugee camp on the 4th anniversary of her 
parents’ marriage day. I find in the Baptismal Register that Charlotte daughter of 
Richard Becher Esq., and Charlotte his wife was baptised on July 1, 1754 when the 
child’s mother would have been barely 16 years old. 

Coming now to the Baptismal Registers, it might on first consideration seem 
obvious that a comparison between these registers and the burial registers would give 
us some important evidence as to child life in Calcutta of that period. On second 
consideration this expectation will scarcely be maintained, for the Baptismal Register 
is probably incomplete, and we have to take into account the children of parents 
transferred to the Bengal Moffusil or to Madras, and again there is the possibility that 
aconsiderable number of Baptisms were solemnised by local Roman Catholic 
clergymen and so not recorded in our sole extant records for the period prior to 
the seize of Calcutta. I must, however, guard myself from saying more as to the 
registers of Baptisms, for I have not as yet been able to give the whole matter a 
sufficient study. 

The Burial Registers of 1713-1756 I am afraid would be more than we can under- 
take to publish in extenso in Bengal Past and Present. 1 propose to omit the names 
of private soldiers, sailors, etc.—in fact to publish so much of the burial register as 
will illustrate the other two registers. This may seem to you to be rather unsatis- 
factory, but I want to go further and point out that the publication of the 18th cen- 
tury registers in Bengal Past and Present can be nothing more than a useful beginning. 
A study of old Calcutta wills at the India Records Office is required to enable the 
identity of the persons whose names are given in the registers to be more surely 
ascertained. The Consultations of the Council at Fort William and the Councils of 
the subordinate factories or civil Stations would supply notices of marriages and 
deaths which are not to be found in the registers. At some future time the Society 
should undertake the publications of the registers as a separate undertaking The 
work of editing them would have to be donein England, as the materials fora 
complete enquiry are not to be had in this country. 

One of the most prominent members of the Society has been most anxious that 
the Society should produce a large illustrated history of Calcutta from the earliest 
beginnings to the present day. My objection to this proposal has always been that 
not enough is yet known of the history to justify such a publication. Writing of the 
late Dr. Charles Robert Wilson, Mr. William Irvine said of his friend “he evidently 
held, as many others do, that for the time being the available sources for the purely 
literary treatment of history have been exhausted. To secure any profitable extension 
of our knowledge, at any rate in the Indian field, we must devote ourselves to the 
consultation of original records. Like C.R. Wilson we must strive at sifting, arranging 
and publishing documents. It is the only way in which we can get a little nearer to 
the past and thus in the limited degree which is possible to lear the truth about it. 
In short, history must be dealt with as a science, a record of facts, before any attempt 
can he made to turm it into literature as a branch of Belles Lettres.” 

This is I think very true and needs recognition. It will be remembered that in 
the Early Annals, Dr. Wilson gave us summaries and extracts from the Bengal Public 
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Consultations, and to these records he prefixed some delightfully written introductions. 
It isto be regretted that Dr. Wilson gave us the Consultations rather than the 
General Letters between Bengal and the Court and the Court and Bengal. It may 
perhaps be unknown to you that at the time of Dr. Wilson’s death, a third and a small 
part of a fourth, volumes of the Azna/s were in print, but lacking the introductions and 
indices, Looking through these printed sheets in order to form some rough conjecture 
of the amount and the kind of work that would be required to provide the missing 
introduction, I saw that the introduction would have in the main to be based on the 
correspondence of the Court. While I was last in England I purchased from Dr. 
Wilson’s sister the manuscript materials the Doctor had collected for his later volumes, 
but to make use of them at all would require many months of daily labour at the 
Record Department of the India Office, and it is my belief that the records which it 
would be necessary to consult for this purpose should have been printed before vast 
amount of not necessarily important commercial details with which the Consultations 
are so well stocked was put into print. 

May I say a word about the volume of Wilson’s Axna/s, which, lacking only the 
introduction and the index, is, as a matter of fact, in print? I do not doubt that the 
printed sheets are stored in some Government offices or godowns. Dr. Wilson’s Executors 
have, I believe, relinquished all interest in the matter, and commercially the book is of 
no value. In fact our friend must, unless he received some pecuniary reward from the 
Government, have been a heavy loser financially by his historical enthusiasm. It may 
be suggested that the Society might well ask Government to hand over to it the printed 
pages, and that the Society should supply the index and issue the work to its subscribers. 
The publications of the Bengal Letters and the Court’s General Letters would be an 
effort far beyond the Society’s competency, but a not unimportant duty is discharged 
when the existence of a need is clearly indicated. 

The Society has recently has offer made to it of the printed sheets of Law’s 
Memoir on the Affairs of Bengal 1756-1761 in French. For the printing of the Memoir 
the late Mr. Hari Nath De was responsible. The matter is occuppying the attention of 
asmall Committee appointed by your Council. An enterprising Calcutta publisher has 
asked to be informed if the Society would take under its care a reprint of the famous 
Fifth Report of 1813. I am told that as much as Rs. 160 is sometimes paid for a copy 
of Messrs. Higginbotham’s Reprint, and that the original edition is even more costly. 
The most important thing in the Report, so far Bengal is concerned, is the collection 
of minutes by Sir John Shore on the revenue administration, although for some 
strange reason one highly important minute by this writer, given in Harington’s 
Analysis, is omitted in the Report. Grant's View of the Finances of Bengal 
appears in the Report, and the View is quite a rich quarry for the student to draw from. 
Grant’s theories are of doubtful value, and his style is painfully obscure, especially 
when the writer is pleased to attempt satire. I have often wondered whether it would 
be possible to rescue Grant’s really valuable materials from the hopeless mass of 
obfuscation, in which they imbedded. The proposal to reprint the sth Report, how- 
ever, is not at present before the Society. 
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I have ventured to say that some good can be done by drawing attention to a clear 
need, although it may not be in our power to supply that need from our own resources. 
May I, therefore, venture to call attention to that great and crying need—the publication 
of the Buchanan-Hamilton Manuscripts? Thankful as one may be for the mutilation 
of Buchanan-Hamilton’s work on which Montgomery Martin so impudently set his 
name, it is impossible to overstate the case for the publication of the entire survey and 
the journals of the author. The publication of the work should precede any attempt 
to excavate sites of lost towns or temples in Bengal, and certainly Buchanan-Hamilton’s 
pages should be in the hands of anyone who attempts an archeological or historical 
Gazetteer of Bengal. The original work of Buchanan’s survey (the name Hamilton 
was assumed by him in after years) was one most costly to the Company, and the full 
value of it has never been realised. Buchanan proved himself just the right man to 
conduct the task entrusted to him, and those privileged persons who have some 
familiarity with the MSS. at the India Office will bear ready and weighty testimony to 
the importance of rescuing these simply invaluable papers from their present obscurity. 

The Society has on sundry occasions called the attention of Government to 
monuments of historical interest which need to be brought under the operations of 
Lord Curzon’s useful Act. The grave of the late Dr. Henry Blochman in the Lower 
Circular Road Cemetery is one which all who cares for Bengal studies would wish to 
see reverently cared for. I have noticed with pleasure that the graves of the Burmese 
exile ladies at Berhampore have been placed under the Act, and am still more glad 
that the historic Khatra mosque of Murshid Kuli Khan has come under the same 
protection! I wish our Society could manage to make excursions to Gour and Pandua 
to see all the good things Lord Curzon’s zeal has effected for those wonderful places. 
Would that Lord Curzon had come in time to save the monuments of acca and 
Rajmehal from destruction. At the latter place the misdoings of an errant river have 
no doubt been answerable for much of the havoc that has been done, but alike at 
Dacca and Rajmchal there has been wilful Vandalism. The Vandals indeed have 
been unjustly made a by-word. 

In Calcutta we have recently lost some old landmarks of antiquarian or perhaps 
sentimental interest. Gone is the house in Lall Bazar where John Palmer offered 
princely hospitality to his fellow citizens. A picture of that house and, if I remem 
ber aright, a portrait of John Palmer himself, were shown to me at the house of the 
Mercers’ Company in London by the Master, the Rev. R. Stuart Palmer. Gone is 
the old house, once known as Sclby’s, in Mission Row, where the Magnates of the 
Company ruined one another at gambling tables humorously supposed to be 
friendly. Gone are the Old Assembly Rooms which Lord Cornwallis filled with 
so much lustre. Threatened, but yet still with us, is St. Andrew’s Kirk—standing on 
the site of that old Anglican Charity School in a room of which Impey and two of his 
brethren of the Supreme Court, perspiring beneath the weight of flax and ermine, con- 
d-mned Nanda Kumar to the gallows, Perhaps, when the Improvement Trust has got 
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to work, the next oldest building in Calcutta to the Charnock Mausoleum, will be 
introduced to the due attention it deserves, and the white dome of the Armenian 
Church will form a conspicuous ornament in a clear and ample thoroughfare. 

A study of Mr. R.C. Sterndale’s Historical Account of the Calcutta Collectorate 
long ago convinced me that the Registers of deeds of Fort William from the years 
1780 to 1834, would, if submitted to a rigorous examination, yield a rich harvest 
of materials for the history of our City. My friend, the Hon’ble Rai P. N. 
Mookerjee, Bahadur, has been so good as to permit me to examine one of the 
volumes and to peruse a report he has had drawn up on the Registers as a whole. 
The Registers are now in a very bad condition, and it is high time that their contents 
should be made available for research, From the Registers it appears that the 
average rate for which land adjoining principal thoroughfares sold during the period 
1761 to 1810 was Rs, 80/- per cottah: less favoured sites would go for Rs. 30/ per 
cottah, while suburban sites would sell for Rs. 1oo/ per bigah. These Registers 
abound in important evidence as to alignment and names of roads and streets. I may 
mention the fact that the official identification of a certain house in Mission Row 
with the residence of Colonel Monson has of late been causing some of us grave 
doubts. The site of the Colonel’s house is referred to in the Registers, but, at 
present nothing can be decided until we have discovered what is meant by the name 
“ Huzaube Bazar.” 

In 1885 Mr. Sterndale admitted that there could be found in his office “copies 
of the original pottahs granted by the collectors from 1757 downwards.” It need 
hardly be said thata collection of documents of this kind would afford a harvest of 
most valuable evidence. Should space permit, I propose to reprint Mr. Sterndale’s 
book in successive issues of Bengal Past and Present. The publication of Richard 
Barwell’s Letters, however, is causing very considerable pressure on space available. 
The Barwell Letters increase in interest when we come to the time when Barwell, 
relieved from his feud with Lord Clive’s imported favourites from the Madras Presi- 
dency, supports Hastings against the Francis faction, not because he was heart and 
soul in favour of Hastings’ policy, but because he was wide awake to the fact that, ill 
judged as he privately but candidly, admits Hastings’ deeds often were, nothing 
could in his opinion have been more disastrous to India, than the success of Hastings’ 
opponents at the Council Board.

They 
hoped that His Excellency’s well-known interest in matters connected with 
history and archeology would be an earnest of greater efforts on the part of 
the Society. As one of His Excellency’s newly-elected lieutenants, it was 
a great pride to him to labour under His Excellency on the executive com- 
mittee of the Society. They felt certain that he would direct their steps into 
interesting avenues of research and would encourage them to greater efforts 
(applause). 

The motion was seconded by the retiring President and carried unani- 
mously.

— Marriages in Calcutta. 
1713—1754. 


INTRODUCTORY NOTE, 


TE original Registers of St. Ann’s Church, Calcutta, perished during the 
Seige of Calcutta in 1756. In the year 18go, the Rev. H. B. Hyde (at 
that time Senior Chaplain of St. John’s Church: afterwards Archdeacon of 
Madras), while on futlough, copied in a very beautiful hand and on parchment, 
the extracts from the Registers which were periodically despatched from 
Calcutta to the Court in England and are still preserved at the Record 
Department of the India Office. Mr. Hyde’s copies are preserved at 
St. John’s Church, where in 1910, they were copied for the Calcutta Histori- 
cal Society by the late Mr. E. W. Madge. Mr. Madge and the present 
Writer had already commenced the annotations, but unfortunately the 
manuscript disappeared with other papers belonging to the Society, when 
Mr. Madge died in 1913. At times when I have been too tried to do ought 
* else but work of a mechanical kind, I have made the copies from which the 
present instalment of the early marriage Registers have now been printed. I 
have avoided adding notes in the case of several persons where names have 
been frequently mentioned in Bengal Past and Present—such names for 
instance as William Barwell, Roger Drake, Richard Becher, etc., etc. 
The Burial Returns will have to be dealt with by selection, as it would 
be impossible to find space in Bengal Past and Present for long lists of 
private Soldiers and Seamen. The Marriage entries are given in their 
entirety. References have in most cases been made to the Burial numbers. 
It may be pointed out that the numbers do not appear in the Registers but 
are given here for convenience of reference. 
It will be noticed that Mr. Hyde failed to obtain copies of the marriage 
returns for the years 1718-20 inclusive. The following entries I have 
obtained from the consultations printed in the late C. R. Wilson’s unpub- 
lished third volume of Early Annals.

APPENDICES, 


A.—HENRY FRANKLAND, GOVERNOR OF CALCUTTA, 1726-1728." 


Sir Thomas Frankland, of Thirkleby, in Yorkshire, the head of the ancient Frankland family 
in the seventeenth century, was created a Baronet by Charles II. at the Restoration in 1660. His 
eldest son, Thomas, married Elizabeth, the daughter of Sir John Russell and Lady Frances, and 
sister of Governor John Russell of Calcutta. ‘They had ntimerous children, of whom Henry Frank- 
land, their fourth son, was’ born in the year 1684. At the end of the year 1707, he was elected a 
factor in the service of the East India Company, and arrived in Bengal on January 14, 1709. He 
di@ not remain long in Calcutta ; but was sent, at the end of March, to Patna, where he remained 
more than four years, making good use of the opportunities afforded by that station for learning 
the language and the political methods of the country. At the end of the year 1713, he returned to 
Calcutta, having been appointed ninth member of the Council. 

At the beginning of the next year, the Council at Calcutta took into its serious considera- 
tion the constitution of the embassy, which it was intended to send to Delhi to represent the 
grievances of the English throughout India, The matter had hung fire for many years, owing to 
various causes too tedious to relate, and had only reached the stage of practical politics with the . 
establishment of Farrukhsiyar as Emperor of Hindustan. A minority in the Council wished to 
place Frankland at the head of the embassy, not only on account of his high character and 
acknowledged ability, but especially because he was one of the few Englishmen in Bengal who had 
a good knowledge of Hindustani. But the majority in the Council objected to his appointment 
for the curious reason that he was too good, and made John Surman “ chief of the negotiation” 
instead. They contended that any embassy to the Mogul Court would be exposed to great 
indignities, to which a man of Frankland’s position could not submit. “ Whoever the great 
Mogu! is pleased to honour with leavé to appear in his presence,” they said, “will, after he is 
disaamed, be admitted into a courtyard, where he must stand exposed to the weather, whatever it 
may happen to be, at the appointed distance, which will be out of hearing a word the King shall 
speak ; who, looking out at a window a story high in his palace, every man in sight of him must 
stand with his arms a little crossing on his stomach, and his toes close together, without presuming 
to look up. When the King goes from this window, a curtain is let fall, and every man 
in the courtyard shuffles away without observing any order. This is a account of the 
reception the King will give; but his Ministers generally admit foreigners to sit cross- 
legged in their presence and talk to them, but scarcely of their business, for that must be 
treated by means of their under-officers.” Sueh is the official reason assigned for not putting 
Frankland at the head of the embassy; but there were doubtless private considerations also at 
work, Surman was unmarried and had no ties; but Henry Frankland, though still single, was 
engaged, and expected to be married in less than two months. So John Surman, only yesterday 
a writer and the son of a coach-builder, was sent to the Court of the Mogul to win a name in the 
history of British India; and Henry Frankland, ninth in the Council, and great-grandson of 
Oliver Cromwell, because of his dignity and honour, remained to help in keeping shop at Calcutta. 

On February 25, 1714, Frankland married Mary, the daughter of Alexander Cross, a 
Bengal merchant. In 1715, he became eighth in Council and Secretary; in 1716, seventh and 
Collector of Calcutta; in 1717, sixth and Paymaster. During these years two children were born

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to Henry and Mary Frankland—Charles Henry, baptized on June 6, 1716, and Harriot, baptized on 
June 13, 1717. Meanwhile their father had amassed a large fortune, and wished to return to England. 
In those days furlough was unknown, so on January 19, 1719, Frankland resigned the Company's 
service. In the same month, he sailed for England on the Grantham with all his family and a 
Eurasian nurse, Diana, who looked after the two children. 

Some time soon after his arrival in England, Frankland must have purchased from Sir 
Willoughby Hickman the estate of Mattersea in Nottinghamshire, and here for a few years he 
settled down. But, like many other Anglo-Indians, he must have soon begun to feel a strong 
desire to return to India, for, in 1722, both Henry Frankland and John Surman were re-admitted 
to the service of the Company, and were appointed respectively third and fourth in the Council 
of Bengal. Henry Frankland sailed on the Devonshire, having with him his youngest brother, 
Robert, who went out asa free merchant, and arrived in Calcutta at the beginning of August, 

At the beginning of 1723, he was, at his own request, sent to Cassimbazar to be chief of 
the English factory there. Cassimbazar, being close to Murshidabad, the seat of the Government 
of Bengal, the English Agent at that factory was brought into close diplomatic relations with the 
Nabob, and the position was consequently regarded as second only to the governorship of Calcutta. 
For this important post no better man could have been appointed than Henry Frankland ; for his 
command of the language and his good breeding made hima fersona grata with Murshid Quli 
Khan, and were of great advantage to the cause of the English. Though not always able to check 
the progress of rival commercial enterprises, he was yet able through his influence to advance and 
extend the operations of his own Company. Factories were re-established at Dacca and Maldah, 
and excellent relations maintained with the Country Powers . 

At the end of the year 1725, in view of the impending vacancy of the governorship of Fort 
William, Frankland returned to Calcutta. Before leaving Cassimbazar he asked for an interview 
with the Nabob; but Murshid Quli Khan was extremely ill, and, in fact, not far off his death. The 
old man could only send a message to say that “as he had always been, so he should always 
continue to be a friend to the English.” 

On Sunday, January 30, 1726 John Deane, Esq., President for Affairs of the Honourable United 
Company of Merchants of England, trading to the East Indies, having their liberty to return to 
England, took his passage on the Eyles, and in pursuance of their orders delivered up their cash 
and all under his charge to Henry Frankland, Esq, appointed to succeed him, and the balance of 
the cash account, amounting to Rs. 1,50,981-4-6, together with all the royal firmans, papers, etc, 
were delivered over to the new Governor. . 

One of the earliest measures carried out by Frankland as Governor is characteristic of his 
friendliness towards the Country Powers, The abuse of dastaks, or the passes which were granted 
by the English to secure the free passage of their merchandise.through the country, which many 
years later led to the Patna massacre and the war with Mir Kasim, was already a subject of 
complaint at Murshidabad. In order to prevent ‘this most pernicious evil,” it was again ordered 
by the Council that no dastaks should be granted except for bond-fide Englishmen’s merchandise, 
and for the better enforcement of this regulation it was ordered that an exact account should be 
taken of the different sorts of goods for which dastaks were given, that all such goods should be 
landed at the Company’s warehouse, and not removed from thence on any pretence whatsoever 
without the permission of the Governor; and that all goods brought into the warehouse should 
be on their arrival entered into a book kept by the warehouse-keeper for that purpose. These 
orders were effectual just so long as Governors and Councils were vigilant and in earnest, 

But the most important question with which Frankland had at this time to deal was the 
question known as the “ Ostenders.” For some ten years past, the merchant of the Austrian 
Netherlands had made more than one successful venture with ships fitted out for Bengal, and had 
become anxious to claim a share in the commerce of the East. In 1724 on applying to the 
Government of Murshidabad and to the Court of Vienna, Murshid Quli Khan assigned them the 
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village of Bankibazar,* fifteen miles above Calcutta, for a factory, and the Emperor granted them 
his letters patent authorizing them to trade to the East Indies under the denomination of the 
“Ostend Company.” This Company, as Sir William Hunter has pointed out, was by no means 
the insignificant corporation described by Carlyle, which merely “had the honour to be.” It set to 
work with vigour to establish itself in Bengal, where it undersold the other Europeans, and 
consequently rose quickly in estimation, In two years the mud-huts at Bankibazar became brick 
houses, and the factory was fortified with walls and bastions, and a deep dock opened into the 
river for ships and sloops of considerable burden. In 1727, the jealous protests of the English, 
French, and Dutch compelled the Emperor to withdraw his charter; but the Ostend Agent in 
Bengal refused to abandon his post, and secretly furnished cargoes to ships sent by private 
merchants from the Austrian Netherlands, Frankland was called upon to do his utmgst to stamp 
out the Ostenders, and, from the letters to the secret committee which still remain, he appears to 
have done his best. At the beginning of 1727, a joint letter from Henry Frankland and Edward 
Stevenson} details the various measures that had been taken, “Your Honours,” they say, “may 
be pleased to observe that we have not been wanting in our duty to impede and intercept the affairs 
of these interlopers. You will find that by the large sums they offered to the Nabob they were very 
near obtaining what privileges and grants they requested. We wrote several letters to the officers 
at the durbar to prevent their having any footing in Bengal. We gave orders to our chief there 
to concert with the Dutch chief the most proper measures that could be taken to prevent what we 
terribly apprehended they would (by the large sums of money they offered) have obtained. It was 
with unspeakable pleasure that we got their affairs ‘to be left to the management and direction of 
the Hughli Governor As soon as this was effected, we sent our vaéil to him, and obtained his 
promise not to conclude anything in favour of the Ostenders, till he should come down to his 
Government here ... Rather than have these interlopershave any footing or trade in Bengal, 
we have exerted ourselves to the very utmost of what your Honours have ordered. The seizing 
Mr. Humes, which we have endeavoured several times, would not have overset their affairs: for 
though he is their chief, and has the management of their whole business, yet the second and 
several other Germans would be able to carry it on, though perhaps not so well. What we have 
done we hope your Honours will approve of, and we do entirely depend on the power of that 
indemnification given to your Honours by the Court of Directors,'whereby you are pleased to 
indemnify us in whatsoever we have done or shall do on this emergent occasion We have gone 
some lengths that are not so proper to be committed to black and white. We therefore refer your 
Honours to Mr. Falconer, who, as he has himself been aiding and assisting in this grand affair, will 
do us the justice to acquaint you how zealous we have been in serving the Honourable Company.” 

‘The crisis of the struggle with the Ostenders did not come till 1730, when the English and the 
Dutch determined to strike a vigorous blow. A squadron was fitted out under Captain Gosfright, 
who sailed up the Hugli and placed the river under blockade, Of the two Ostend ships in the river, 
‘one was seized, but the other escaped to Bankibazar, where it was protected by the guns of the 
factory. Foiled in their efforts to destroy the Ostenders from the river, the English, by exaggarat- 
ing the strength of the fortifications at Bankibazar, induced the Nabob to attack the place by land, 
In 1793 a considerable force was despatched from Hugli under Mir Jafar, who besieged the fort. 
The garrison defended themselves bravely, and, even when reduced to fourteen men, held the 
Indian troops at bay. It was not till the Agent had lost his right arm, and was no longer able to 
fight, that he and his men withdrew by night in a ship, leaving the victors nothing but bare walls 
and a few cannon, 


* “Banke,” apparently means “fair; thus the correct spelling of the name of this place 
would be Bankebazar, which means “Fairmarket,” and similarly Bankepur, near Patna, means 
“ Fairborough.” 

+ The Second in the Council, 
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Henry Frankland did not live to witness the crisis of the struggle with the Ostenders. A 
brief illness of twelve days cut short his government in the year 1728. He died at one o'clock in 
the morning of Friday, August 23, and was buried in Calcutta the same day. At the beginning of 
the year 1729, Mrs. Frankland and her family sailed for England on the Walpole 

Of the seven children* left by Henry Frankland, the eldest, Charles Henry, was but a boy of 
twelve at the time of his father's death. As the heir not only of his father’s property, but also of 
the baronetcy and estates of Thirkleby, he was educated with considerable care, and his career has 
been made the subject of a memoir by Elias Nason, of Albany, New York. Sir Charles Henry 
Frankland was for many years Collector of the Port of Boston in America, after which he was for 
many years more Consul-General in Portugal. During the great earthquake at Lisbon in 1755, he 
lay buried for upwards of an hour beneath a mass of ruins, but fortunately escaped with his life. 
He died on January 11, 1768, and was buried in the church of Weston, near Bath, where his 
monument may still be seen + 


B—SIR FRANCIS RUSSELL, CHIEF AT CASSIMBAZAR, 1728—1731 AND 1741—1743. 


The story of Sir Francis Russell takes us to the eldest branch of the family that descended 
from Sir John Russell and Lady Frances. Their eldest son, William, born in 1658, succeeded 
his father as fifth Baronet, but does not seem to have added to the fortunes of the family, for it 1s 
recorded in the pedigree that he sold the family estates of Chippenham. He married Catherine 
Gore, and died in 1707, leaving two sons—William, who became sixth Baronet,t and Francis, born 
about 1697, who entered the service of the East India Company. 

Arriving in Bengal as a writer on the Grantham in 1716, Frank Russell spent the whole 
of the early portion of his service at Cassimbazar. On February 15, 1728, when second of the 
Council of that place, he married, at Calcutta, Ann, daughter of Zechariah Gee, a Bengal 
merchant, by whom he had one son, William. In August of the same year, owing to the changes 
which took place on the death of his cousin, Henry Frankland, he became Chief of the factory at 
Cassimbazar. Three years later it was resolved that Frank Russell should be taken into the 
Council, and on September 27, 1731, he took his seat at the Board in Calcutta. During the next 
ten years he gradually rose to the second place in the Council. 

‘A number of his letters written at this time to his friends in England are still preserved, 
and would doubtless afford interesting lights as to.the condition of Calcutta in the first half of the 
eighteenth century. One letter to his cousin, Colonel Charles Russell, dated December 31, 1737, 
gives us the only authentic account extant of the great storm which occurred at Calcutta on 
September go in that year. He speaks of that night as an unparalleled scene of horror, the wind

a bad state of health at Bath, where after a tedious and painful illness, which he sustained with 
patience and resignation becoming a Christian, he died 11th January, 1768, in the sand year of 
his life, without issue, and at his own request lies buried in the Church. 

“This monument is erected by his affectionate widow Agnes, Lady Frankland.” 

} Sir Witham, the first Baronet, had two sons, Francis and William, both of them Baronets. 
If both these sons are counted, Sir John Russell, who married Frances, is the fourth Baronet in the 
family, and this William is the sixth. In most of the pedigrees, however, the second William 
is not counted, and thus Sir John becomes the third Baronet, and this William the fifth.

and the rain being so furious that he expected every moment that the house* he lived in, the 
strongest in the town, would have fallen on his head. The noise abovestairs was so violent that 
he and his family were obliged to remain below till the morning with a neighbour and her children, 
who had fied to his house for refuge, the doors and windows of hers being burst from the walls. 
« “But, good God!” he continues, “what a sight was the town and the river in the morning! Not a 
ship but the Duke of Dorset to be seen in the river, where the evening before was above twenty- 
nine sails of vessels, grent and small, many being drove ashore, some broke to pieces and others 
foundered ... ... .. There was no ebb tide for twenty-four hours. Our church-steeple was 
blown down, as also eight or ten English houses, and numbers belonging to the black merchants. 
The whole town looked like a place that had been bombarded by an enemy. Such a havoc did it 
make that it is impossible to find words to express it, all our beautiful shady roads laid bare, which 
will not be the like again this twenty years¢ ... ... .. I saved all my fine trees in the country 
that were blown down by replacing them while the earth was soft, as they might have done by those 
‘on the roads.” 

Tn March, 1739, Frank Russell learnt the death of his brother William, at Waterford, in 
May, 1738) in consequence of which he became seventh Baronet} This change in his position 
does not seem to have excited in him any desire to leave the service of the Company and return to 
England. On the contrary, in 1741, he went back to Cassimbazar as chief of the factory. At the 
beginning of 1743, being seriously ill, he called in the services of the Company's famous. surgeon, 
Holwell,§ but not getting better came down to Calcutta. where he arrived on February 24. He 
intended to go to Balasore for a short sea-voyage, but died on the morning of February 26, 1743. 
As he left no will, and Dame Russell declined to act, the Mayor's Court at Calcutta appointed four 
administrators for the deceased Baronet’s estate—Solomon Margas, William Young, John 
Zephaniah Holwell, and William Weston, the Court Registrar. Sir Francis was succeeded in the 
baronetcy by his son Sir William, who was a Lieutenant in the 1st Regiment of the Guards; but 
he died unmarried in 1787, and the baronetcy descended to his second cousin, Sir John Russell, 
the grandson of Governor John Russell. 

Anne, Lady Russell, on November 30, 1744, married a second husband, a Mr. Thomas Holmes, 
merchant, and continued to live in Calcutta in her house at the south-east corner of the green 
before the fort. She must have witnessed the taking of the settlement by Siraj-ud-Daulah in June, 
1786. She died a few months later, probably at Fulta, where the English had taken refuge. Her 
will is dated August 24, 1756, and was proved in the Mayor's Court of Calcutta in 1757. It is 
sealed with the arms of Russell: in chief, three escallops; in base, a lion rampant.## 

The story of these descendants of Oliver Cromwell in Calcutta is not, I think, without a 
certain general interest, as showing that, even in these early days, the service of the East India 
Company was by no means so unpromising that only very poor or very impossible boys were 
consigned to it. On the contrary, we see aman of Sir Francis Russell’s rank coming out young, 
and voluntarily staying on in Bengal for twenty-seven years, even after he had succeeded toa 
baronetcy, And rightly so, for it does not appear that the members of the family who remained

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in England did more to enrich or perpetuate the family than those who came to India. In fact, they 
did much less. Three or four times in the story of the family we find theelder English branch 
dying out, and the title and property reverting to the younger Indian branch. Thus, in 1798, the elder 
brother William dies without issue, and the title goes to his brother in India and his brother's son. 
In 1757, that brother's son, having.settled in England, dies without issue, and the title passes to 
the grandson of Governor John Russell, the youngest of the sons of Frances who came out to 
India Sir John Russell settles in England, transmits the title of his two sons, both of whom die 
without issue, and the property, without the title, reverts to the children of Elizabeth, the daughter 
of Governor John Russell, who had returned to India and married Samuel Greenhill. In the same 
way the Frankland baronetcy, after remaining in the English branch of the family for one 
generation, ‘in the second generation passes to Indian branch of the family, the children of 
Governor Henry Frankland. The Indian members of the family, in fact, found themselves in much 
easier circumstances than their English cousins ; hence, while the latter married late or not at all, 
the former married early and left their names and fortunes to their heirs.

In 1716 Mrs, Elizabeth Fisher came out on the Prince Frederick “to go to her father Thos. 
Mortis, one of the Compa’s pylots in Bengal.” The will of Thomas Morris is given in the unpub- 
lished Vol. II of Wilson’s Annals, pp. 151-2. It is a rather curious one as he leaves to his wife 
Jane, the sum of Rs. so only, but he continues: “I bequeath to Mrs Sybella Rote my house and 
garden standing behind the hospitall in this place and also the sum of five hund [P hundred] Rupees, 
and I do acknowledge that all the slaves in this my dwelling house are hers and I do acknowledge 
to be hers all her wearing apparrell, toys and house-hold furniture which she can or may say to be 
her own”, He leaves Rs. 500 to his niece, Mrs. Margaret Wells, and to “my daughter Mrs. Margaret 
Morris all the remainder of my"estate except what is therein mention’d,” The will is dated, Calcuita, 
August 20th, 1718. Not a word is said of a daughter Elizabeth 

There appear to have been two “Mrs, Elizabeth Fishers”. One married Richard Bass on 
November 6, 1716, and, after his decease (Burial: August 30. 1719.), Edward Pomfret on 
February 5, 1728. On the Burial Register (No, 313) appears, on January 13, 1728, the name of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Pomfret. The’ other Mrs. Elizabeth Fisher married Capt. Robert Mylne on 15 
September, 1733, and Peter Noke, January 19, 1749.

In 1760 Amyatt went to Patna 
as chief, Being next to the Chair in seniority, he took great offence at Vansittant’s appointment, 
and on his return to Calcutta became at least the figure head of the opposition, In March 1763 he 
‘was sent with William Hay to negotiate with Mir Kasim at Monghyr, On May 13th an interview 
took place. On July 3 or 4, Amyatt’s boat was stopped near Murshedabad and he was murdered. 
The name of Mrs. Amyatt appears among those of the women and children on the ships at Falta,

'™ Mrs, Melian Dare, Mrs. Showers," writes Sydney Grier, was an old and intimate friend ot 
Mis, Hastings, They were born in the same year 1747. Her letiers suggest that she was a foreignes, 
as does her peculiar Christian name, Melian, From her correspon lence with Hastings in 1816 we 
learn that she first married a Mr. Dare, They were ship-wrecked and Dare drowned, apparently off 
the Coromandel Coast and Mrs, Hastings, then Mme, Imhoff, took Mrs. Dare under her protection 
while Hastings stood godfather to her infant son. In 1777 Captain Farmer of the Seahorse, writing 
to Mrs. Hastings, sends his compliments to ‘Mrs. Imhoff and Mrs. Dai,” among others. With her 
usual fondness for match-making, Mrs. Ifastings arranged a marriage between the young widow and a 
Captain Showers. Three sons were born of the marriage, one of whom was also named Hastings, which 
must have caused confusion to the family. The union was unhappy and the hushand and wife separated, 
after ‘ shocking recriminations,’ which seem to have been conducted regardless of listencts, since Toone 
says that he heard them. Colonel Showers had a pension, but refused his wife any share in it, since 
she had left him of her own accord, She subsisted on what her sons could send her, until one of them, 
an officer of great promise, was killed in an attack on a Gurkha stronghold in the Nepaul war. [ence 
her sorrowful letters, alternately lamenting ‘my Angle [ssc] Dear Departed Son, Captain Charles 
Lionel Showers,’ denouncing the unkindness of her husband, who has refused all communication with 
her, and begging that the Court of Directors may be imporluned to grant her a pension, Hastings 
sent her money for her immediate necessities and wrote to Toone about the pension. Toone had little 
hope of success, but he laid the case before the Directors, and they granted her £70 a year, to begin 
from the day of her son's death, There are letters of extreme gratitude from Mrs, Showers and from 
her son, Hastings Dare, who was in command of a battalion in India.” Letters of Warren Hastings 
to his Wife, pp. 315-6. To the Captain C. L. Showers, the son of his marriage mentioned here, 
there is a tablet in St. John’s Church, bearing the fullowing inscription :—

‘© Francis Gladwin, Buckland records : “ Was in the Bengul Army : encouraged by Warten Hastings 
in Oriental literature : translated a portion of Abul Faal’s An-i-ABbari, 1783-6 : Member of the Asiatic 
Society of Bengal: published a History of Hindustan, 1788: A number of translations of Persian writers, 
including the Gulistan : A Versian-Hindustani-English Dictionary, 1809: was first Professor of Persian 
at the College of Fort William, 1801: Collector of Customs at Patna, 1802 : Commissary resident at 
Patna, 1808 : he died about 1813.” Krom R. C. Sterndale’s Historical Account of the Colletorate of 
Calcutta, we learn that Gladwin was Collector of Calcutta from November 1788 to May 1789, 
and from 1793 10 1799. “This gentleman,” writes Sterndale, “was in office for a longer period 
than any of his predecessors or immediate successors with the exception of Mr, Charles Trower. 
In 1794 he was appointed to collect the first house-tax imposed in Calcutta, although this 
arrangement does not appear to have been satisfactory to the Magistrates as appears from a 
letter from that body to the Secretary to the Government, dated Police Office, 20th October 
1808, in which they protest against the transfer of the collection from themselves to the Collector 
of the 24-Pergunnahs on the ground that in the late Collector's time when the collections were 
in his charge the annual deficiency was sicca Rs, 53,482. From a letter, 31st January 1800, 
I find that ‘Mr. Gladwin was appointed by the Justices in Sessions, and from the nature of his 
appointment he is accountable to the Justices in Sessions only. The Collector was allowed 10 per cent, 
‘on the collections, of an estimated sum of Rs. 15,000, as cost of collections, which, as the amount paid 
to the native collectors for the ground rent was only 3 per cent. gave him a handsome addition to his 
official salary, Mr. Francis Gladwin published in 1784, Zhe Calcutta Gacette and Oriental Advertiser. 
He was en Oriental scholar of some eminence. Ilis principal works was an English translation of the 
Ulias Adwiyet of Nouleddin Mahomed Abdul Hai Shirazy, Physician to Shah Jehan; The Persian

Note. 1 S, Waller. Made prisoner at Dacca, where he was 5th, in 1756. 3rd at Dacca at end 
of 1757, when ordered down to Calcutta, 

Note 3 C.S. Playdell. Line § for “1754” read 1759. On Jan. 29, 1759, succeeded Mackett 
atthe Cutchery Court. After his appointment to Dacca, Pleydell seems to have remained in Calcutta; 
for in November he captures a Dutch Ship in the river. In 1768 Jan., he asked for a passage home 
on the Eart of Elgin. 

Note 7. Martin York, Deserves to be remembered for his and White’s victory near Burdwan in 
Nov. 1760. (See Broome, pp, 319-20.) In October 1760 was appointed Fort and Town Major 
at Fort William (first record of this appointment), Commanded detachment which acompanied Van- 
sittart to Murshidabad to set up Mir Kasim: served there under Cailland. Became Major early in 
1661 superseding Fenwick aad Fischer in military attendance on Mir Kasim, Resigned the service 
in Sep. and went home. Is reported to have received a gratuity of 134,000 rupees on the occasion 
of Mir Kasim’s enthonement. 

Note 12 Mrs. Philadelphia Tinley. Mr. S. C. Hill (List of Europeans, etc. p. 37) writes 
with reference toa Mrs, Finley; “took refuge at Fulta. Possibly the wife of Captain Richard Finley, 
In the General Journal of September, 1761, a Catherine Gallopine (wife of Captain Gallopine) is men- 
tioned as executrix of Richard Findley, deceased. Probably she was his widow. This lady is also 
identical with the Mary Gallopine, who, on Nov, 17, 1766, martied Alexander Jephson, and in the 
Jephson case (See Bolt’s Considerations, Vol. IL, p. 43 ef sec) the lady’s Christian name is given as 
Philadelphia. The famous Capt. Findley (the name is spelt in many different ways) is recorded on 
April 14th 1760. Some references to his land in Calcutta will be found in Wilson’s Old Fort William, 
Vol. Il, pp. 155-5 See Pub, Proceedgs. 1760. 24. 

Note 14. Mérs Clayton. From Mr. S. C. Hill’s Zist we learn that this lady had at least five

P. 489. zand June 1762. John Taylor, His name first appears in a “List of Surgeons in India 
in-1749," which may be seen in the Record Department of the India Office, whee it is nymbered 
“India Office, Home Series, Miscellaneous, 1758.” ‘This list appears to have been originally compiled 
in 1749, notes being added up to 1759. _Jchn Taylor’s name is shown in the list of medical officers at 
Fort St. George, with the further notes “ Sent to Bengal 1753,” and ‘To be employed as Surgeon as 
above” (above means after his seniors have been provided with appointments). 

In Bengal Taylor took the place of Owen Jones as Surgeon’s mate from 4th January 1754 He 
was present in Calcutta at the time of its capture in 1756. Hill’s List of Huropeans in the English 
Factories in Bengal at the time of the Siege of Calcutta in 1736 gives Dr. John Taylor’s name 
as being mentioned in the list of European sufferers, in the general journals, in the Folta Lists, in 
Oime’s List of Inhabitants who bore Arms at the Siege of Calcutta, and in Captain Mills’ Pocket-book. 
He escaped the Black Hole, having either been released or escaped in the general confusion, Many 
of the European prisoners, apparently, simply walked out of the Fort after its capture without any 
attempt being made to detain them. 

On 2and March 1760 Taylor was appointed to succeed George Gray as Surgeon to the settlement. 
of Calcutta, but to continue to act as Smgeon to the Army. He took up the appointment in Calcutta 
from 2nd June 1760, On goth November Dr. John Taylor and Tyso Hancock requested the indulgence 
ofthe dustuck (pass for free trade) as covenanted servants; this was granted. There are many 
references to him in ‘the Calcutta Press-Lists during the next ten years, the last I have noted being 
a report on an examination of Assistant Surgeons on 28th November 170. He resigned his appoint- 
ment as Head Surgeon on 12th Febiuary 1771 [Bengal Letter of 12th February 1771, pans’ 81, in India 
Office MS. Records}. 

There must have been two John Taylors in Calcutta about this time, for obviously the John 
‘Taylor who was buried on 15th March 1767 cannot have been the Surgeon John Taylor who retired 
in 1771. Whether the John Taylor, whose marriage is recorded was registered on 2gth"June 1762, 
was the Surgeon or not, appears doubtful. 

P. 491. 15th March 1764. Robert Hunier, i ‘There were, as stated, two Surgeons of the name 

P. $10. 15th June 1776, Robert Hunter. } of Robert Hunter serving at the same time, possibly 
father and son.’ The Calcutta Press-Lists from 1765 to 1775 contain many references to Surgeon Robert 
Hunter. I do not know enongh about them to be able to distinguish which of the two these references 
indicate, and as a rule there is nothing in the notes themselves to show this, We may Pioeime that 
most of those prior to the date of his death in 1769 refer to the elder. 

The elder Robert Hunter must have served the Company for a considerable time, for a letter 
from Sir Robert Barker, dated-—-October 1766, certifies to the good services rendered by him while 
he acted as Chief Surgeon of the Third Brigade, This would imply that he was senior to, and 
presumably had served longer than, the other medical officers in chis Brigade, On and September 
1765 he declines an appointment at Fort Marlborough and asks that he may be allowed to retain his 
present appointment. On‘4th October 1766 he asks to be allowed time to settle bis pnvate affuirs 
before his departure for Bencoolen (Fort Marlborough). On 12th January 1767 Senior Surgeons 
John Taylor, James Ellis, and Robert Hunter sign a certificate for Colonel Champion, recommending 
him sick leave to Europe. On 6th February 1767 he asks to be reinstated in the service, How he

‘There were also two Surgeons of the name of John Knox, both of whom were in Calcutta at the time 
of the siege and capture in 1756, A little later there were two Surgeons named Robert Bruce, 
And much about the same time as the two Robeit Hunters, there weie two other Surgeons named 
Hunter, Andrew Hunter (1764—1797) and James Hunter (1772~—1785). 
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lost his appointment does not appear, perbaps by not going to Fort Marlborough ; but anyhow he 
seems to have got it back before long, for on gth December 1767 Surgeons John Taylor, James Ellis, 
Robert Hunter senior and James Rutledge forward an indent on England for medicines. On 7th 
November 1768 he applies for the post of Surgeon at Patna, vacant by the death of Mr. Carnegie. 
Presumably it was Robert Hunter senior who was buried on 23rd September 1769. 

Rofert Hunter, junior, entered the service on roth February 1765. The oldest list of the Bengal 
Medical Service extract, or at the least the oldest of which I have ever heard, is an MS. list, dated 
1774, preserved in the Calcutta Record Office. This list shows 18 Surgeons, seven ‘Subordinate 
Surgeons” (a rank of which I have never seen any mention elsewhere), and 44 Assistant Surgeons, 
69 Medical officers in all. Robert Hunter's name stands second among the Subordinate Surgeons, 
twentieth on the whole list, and next above that of Andrew Hunter, Another MS. list of a few years 
later compiled for the Governor-General, Warren Hastings, in 1777, shows Robert Hunter's name sixth on 
the whole list, gives 19th February 176s as the date of his appointment as Surgeon, shows that he had 
been in Civil employment, and gives a note dead” opposite his name 

‘The papers of 1767 in the Calcutta Record Office contain two undated petitions from Robert 
Hunter, late Surgeon of the Hector, the first asking for an appointment in the land service, the second 
requesting a passage to England, These papers, however, may have been preserved from a date 
several years earlier. When he applies to resign, and asks for a passage in the Duke of Grafton, on 
6th February 1770, he is styled Surgeon Major Robert Hunter. On 2nd February 1770, Robert 
Hunter, contractor to the Army, requests a continuance of his contract for provisioning the Army. 
‘The handwriting shows that the Surgeon and the Contractor are the same man, though the two 
requests, dated at only four days interval, seem quite contradictory, Dr. Robert Hunter writes from 
Patna on 3rd February 1771, and again on 20th March 1772 from camp Nish Serah [Naya Sarai, the 
new mansion, or new inn, a very common-place name, The best known place of this name is in 
Hughli District, where the Magra &éa/, or old Damudar, joins the Hughli, some two miles above 
Tribeni]. On‘1oth March 1775 Robert Hunter gives a sick certificate to Captain John Grant at 
Calcutta. His marriage at Dakka on 1th June 1776 is recorded on page 510, He must have died 
within a year or so of his marriage. 

P 494. gd November 1768. Thomas Hamilton was born in 1738, entered the service as Assistant 
Surgeon on 28th November 1768, became Surgeon on December 1771, Superintending Surgeon on 15th 
March 1787, and died at Fatehgarh on rath August 1788, 

P. 501, gth August 1774. Thomas Anderson was one of the Senior Officers of the Medical Service. 
The date of his first appointment is not given by Dodwell and Miles. Warren Hastings’ list gives rst 
November 1763 as the date of his appointment as Surgeon. This would probably be after several years? 
service as Assistant Surgeon. The same list shows that he was in military employment, and has a note 
“dead” opposite his name. He was appointed Surgeon General on 11th November 1769, and died at 
Bombay in March 1777. » 

P. 503. 8th April 17. James Stormont served in the Civil department from and April 1760 to 
2and January 1766, for the most part of the time as Assistant Surgeon to the Calcutta hospital. He 
resigned on account of ill-health, getting a sick certificate from J. Taylor and Robert Hunter, dated 3oth 
January 1766. Returning to India, he was reappointed Assistant Surgeon on sth November 1768, 
There is a long correspondence in the Calcutta Record Office, under the dite 3oth August 1770, in 
which he claims to be ranked from the date of his original appointment in 1760, a claim which 

* apparently was not recognised. He became Surgeon on 17th June 1766 and Superintending Surgeon 
in 1787 ; resigned, with permission to return, from 16th January 1789, and, not having returned, was 
struck off the list in 1793 In this correspondence his name is given as John Stormonth.

1778, and died on 22nd December 1784.

‘At the same time as James Stark another Assistant Surgeon named John Stark was in the 
service ( His name is spelt Stack, erroneously, by Dodwell and Miles). He was appointed Assistant 
Surgeon in 1774 ; transferred to # cadetship in the Artillery in 1778; became Ensign on 18th September 
1778 and first Lieutenant on 16th September 1779, His further career I do not know, Dodwell and 
Miles give the note * not to be traced.” 

P. 634. George Grav, who is meaticned as a Civilian serving at Cuttack, was theson of Dr. George 
Gray, of Calcutta. The father served as Surgeon at Fort St. David, Madras, from April 1732 to Sep- 
tember 1733- (Madras Press-Lists.) He must have come to Bengal immediately after, for his name 
appears in the Parish Register of St Anne’s as having married Wrs. Isabella Grayham (Graham?) on 
ast January;1734- On 1st September 1737 his son George was christened. He was then Surgeon to 
the Factory at Kasimbazar, He is mentioned as Hospital Surgeon at Calcutta in a letter from Bengal 
of 1st September 1752, para, 1c0, ard as Senior Surgeon in a letter of 7th December 1754, para, 146 
(india Office M. S. Records). A despatch to Court, dated 7th December 1755, states ttat he had 
asked for an appointment as writer for bis son George. This appointment was granted by the Court 
George Gray junior was one of three writers who were granted two years’ extra rank and service for “ 
good service in the defence of Calcetta in 1756. Both father and son were taken prisoner, but 
neither was in the Black Hole, both havingtescaped to Fulta, where Dr. George Gray’s wife and infant, 
son Charles were also among the refugees. The doctor sent in his resignation in a letter dated 3rd 
March 1760 (Calcutta Press-Lists), amd died at Huntingdon, in Scotland, on 26th March 1781. 
(Gentlemen's Magazine, April 1781 : 

Hill's List of Europeans in Bengal in 1756 gives a good deal of information about the Grays. . Dr. 
Gray had one child older than George junior, a daughter named Isabella, christened on 18th December 

1734, who, he states, may have Leen in England in 1756. The Mrs. Gray at Fulta was his second 
wife ; for the marriage of Dr. George Gray to Mrs. Elizabeth Jobnson is recorded on 2oth April’ 1747. 

George Gray, junior, appears to have been in England where he was appointed a writer, for his 

arrival on 14th August 1755 is noted, He wrote an account of the siege and capture of Calcutta,

HE marriage entries for the years 1713—1754, appeared in Vol. IX, for 
1759—1779 in Vol. IV, and 1780—1785 in Vol. VII. The present 
entries were copied by me. The Garrison and Up-country entries from 1781 
onward were copied and in part annotated by the late E. W. Madge, but 
after his death the MSS. for sometime could not te recovered. It has, 
however, been secured by Mr. S. C.‘Sanial, and will apdear in a future issue. 
For information concerning the military men in tke entries the reader 
should consult Dodwell and Miles’ well-known lists; for the clergy he is 
referred to Hyde's Parochial Annals of Bengal and for medical men to 
Crawford's History of the Indian Medical Service. The names marked with 
a cross are those of persons who, unable to sign their names, madé their mark.

Marriages in Bengal, (1781-1800). 


HE original Registers of St. John’s Church perished ‘during the Seize of 
Calcutta in 1756. .In the year 1890 the Rev. H. B. Hyde (afterwards 
Archdeacon of Madras) copied in England the transcripts that had been 
transmitted to the East India Company and are preserved in the India Office. 
‘This appeared in this Journal in Vol. IX, pp. 217-243. 

From the Records preserved at St. John’s, the entries of Marriages 
during the years 1759-1779 were extracted and published in Vol. IV, pp. 486- 
512, of this Journal. The extracts for 1781-1785 appeared in Vol. VII, 
pp. 164-171, the last Calcutta Civil entry being that of Mr. John Cordingly 
and Mary Downie on December 30, 1785. After the lamented death of our 
fellow worker, Mr. Elliot Walter Madge, the transcripts which he had so 
industriously made, were for a time unobtainable, but some three years ago | 
was able to recover them. « 2 

The Series which now follows immediately after this note, belongs toa 
Collection of Registers, distinct from the Calcutta (Sr. Joh1’s) Registers, 
éntitled “Garrison and Upcountry.”

This, it may be pre- 
sumed, was done by some soldier-clerk or Indian assistant of limited education, 
as would appear from the misspellings of even the commonest names and 
other mistakes occurring in these registers. 

In order to save a multiplication of foot notes it may be explained that 
information regarding the Company's Civil and Military Officers will be found 
in Dodwell and Miles’ consolidated /isfs of those services respectively. For _ 
others the Bengal Directories, 1795-1800, in the Imperial Library have been 
laid under contribution.
